No Canadian Reciprocity. 

(From the Dm Moines Register an.I Leader ) 

The Register nnd Leader has -aid a* 
much perhaps as any newspaper In the 
state iu support of a policy of liberal 
trade relations with Canada. But this 
paper has never deceived Itself nor its 
readers into the belief that Canadian 
reciprocity Is other than a purely acad¬ 
emic question nt this time. All thnt Mr 
John Charlton, who spoke with Gov. 
Cummins at Detroit u year ago mid again 
at Boston a few weeks ago, has ever pro¬ 
posed Is ii fr*- exchange of natural pro¬ 
ducts, which this country has rejected 
repeatedly aud will continue to reject; 
i«ii*t even in tills proposal lie is repudiated 
by the Inlluciitial press of Canada, while 
Sir Wilfrid Lauricr, who has been ac¬ 
counted friendly to closer trade relations, 
declines to Indorse Mr Charlton or to 
again call together the Joint High Com¬ 
mission, of which he is chairman. 

Canada lias no more thought of admit¬ 
ting manufactures from the United States 
at lower rates of duty than it ha* of seek¬ 
ing admission to the union, no* mat ter 
what concessions we propose. Sir Wil¬ 
frid 1,1411 rler has made it very plain I hut. 
not only will Canada not admit American 
manufactures free, but Canada w ill not 
give American manufacturers as favorable 
rates as are given to British manufac¬ 
turers, and it I* the intention to maintain 
a tariff exclusion of British goods sulllc 
lent to Insure the Canadian manufacture! 
the preference iu the home market. 

The fact Is, if Iowa Republicans are 
bound to have an ititernal quarrel over 
some remote feature of the tariff situa¬ 
tion, there is much better reason for di¬ 
viding on Mr. Chamberlain's program of 
tariff retaliation than oil Canadian reci¬ 
procity, for the former is much nearer 
realization and threatens a much more 
immediate effect on American commerce.

In the large tow ns and elites long pastor- ( 
ates are the rule rather than the excep¬ 
tion. while exactly the reverse Is true of 
Lite country, though there Is an occasional 
noteworthy deviation from the policy of 
short Incumbencies in rural communities. 
In many cases also the cause of change Is 
not a matter of more motley elsewhere, 
but because tin* clergyman feels thnt he 
has passtsl Ids usefulness In tin* commun¬ 
ity where he Is located In n good manv 
places there is u class of people who have 
the faculty of making it so uncomfortable 
for u minister that lie soon tire* of the 
conflict, und looks for a new field While 
iu most cases this i* the work of a very 
slight minority, they are so persistent 
that their numbers seem a host, while 
people w ho do not approve of such a 
course still maintain a neutral position , 
and allow the nagging to go oil. From 
the tint nr*- of their calling ministers would

The Editors of China. 

[Fr >m the Indianapolis Journal.] 
hi Germany the position of a news¬ 
paper editor is a precarious one. lie 
must be very careful not to criticise the 
emperor or otherwise to Incur the wrath 
of tin* press censor or lie will be thrown 
into jail and hi* paper w ill be suspended. 
But in China it is even worse. The 
offending editor w ho expresses opinions 
contrary to those of the administration 
is liable to the extreme penalty—death in 
no merciful guise. Several months ago a 
preacher of reform In lVkln was beaten 
to death with bamboo rods. Lutrr the 
editors of the publication called Stipao 
were charged with sedition. Their se¬ 
dition consisted iu advocating more iiiihI- 
ern methods in the administration of the 
government. Tills brought down upon 
them tin* anger of the dowager empress, 
who ordered their instant apprehension. 
It appears, however, lliut the editors had 
realized the enormity of their offense, for 
they sought refuge in the foreign reserva¬ 
tion, w here they came under the protec¬ 
tion of the consulates. The question 
w hether the daring new spaper men should 
lit- surrendered to the native authorities 
was referred to the legations. It was 
certain that If this should lie done cruel 
and burbaroiis punishments would follow 
The British consul stoutly opposed giv¬ 
ing the fugitives up, but for some reason 
or other United States Minister Conger 
sided w ItI: the Russian representative, w ho 
wished to accede to the Chinese demand. 
An agreement wus dually reached to de¬ 
tain the newspaper men for trial by a 
iiilxtsl tribunal The trial lias not y«*t 
taken plan* (hi nothing more than an 
accusation the men have been kept in 
pri-on. all hull having been refused. And 
now the government announces that a 
-pedal deputy W ill lie appointed to hear 
the ea-i and that tills deputy w ill be in- 
Mtructed not to be lenient should the de¬ 
fendants tie found guilty. Kvldcntly the 
penalty ha- already been decided upon and 
the trial will In* a mere form All of 
wliieli goes to show that the life of the 
Chinese who llieui's the ttiutli of the

The deposits show an in¬ 
crease for the year* of 821.478,325.23. 
The total amount of deposits, $608,415,- 
409.59, is made up of 1,720,015 open 
accounts, being an average of 8353 11. 

The tlrst monument to trades union¬ 
ism was recently erected in Melbourne, 
Australia.

INK). The total iism i- •>{ the companies at 
the end of the year w. • *366,000,000,an In¬ 
crease of 82 h,O00,0ou during the twelve 
months. The surplus was 8122,000,000, 
an Increase of 811,000,000; the losses paid 
were slightly In excess of $97,000,000, and 
the dividends something over $7,000, 000 , 
were more than eleven per cent of the 
capital. From the above figures, It would 
seem that the country's insurance business 
as a whole, u as in a sound and prosper¬ 
ous condition. 

Taking a million as a basis of calcula¬ 
tion, statistics show that at the end of 
seventy years there will still survive 312,- 
ooo out of 1,000,000 persons; ut the expi¬ 
ration of eighty years there will be 107,- 
000 of the original 1,000,000. When it 
comes to ninety years of existence, there 
is a terrible thinning of the ranks. Only 
8,841 out of the 1,000,000, or one in 115 
will reach that age. At ninety-seven, 
half of these will have dropped out, leav¬ 
ing only 119 out of the original 1 ,ooo,ooo. 
According to these tables, one's chance of 
reaching the age of uiuety-elghl is about 
one iu *40. of the original 1,000,000, hut 
54 will live to see ulnhty-uine years, or 
about onu person out of 18,500. < inly 23 
out of 1,Ooo ,(msi will reach the century 
mark; or in other words, out of a group 
of 43,500 people born ut the same time, 
only one w ill fill out the century span of 
existence.
